REMARKS. 


According to custom we hereby give a brief summary 
of the events of the year pertaining to the interests of 
the Schools. | 

Owing to the increased number of children in the 
Primary department of the Village School, it was voted 
at the last annual School Meeting to appropriate 
$2,000.00 for additional rooms to the School Building, 
and $1,000.00 for steam heating arrangements. 

It was the duty of the School Board to appoint a 
Building Committee. The Building Committee consist- 
ed of E. W. Baker, H. P. Kimball and D. W. Cooley. 

After considerable time had been spent in making 
plans and specifications, the Committee found that they 
could not make the arrangements they desired and 
furnish the school room within the appropriation. The 
School Board came to the rescue and bought the furnish- 
ings, for the 1st Primary School room. 

Some repairs and extras, outside the contract, were 
necessary, such as putting in cellar drain, laying foun- 
dation and making pit for furnace, painting old hall, 
putting in seats, desks, black-boards and teacher’s desk 
in new room, ete., also some repairs and improvements 
on other school buildings, involving an expense of nearly 
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$250.00 outside of the regular: school expeases. Thus 
leaving in our accounts an indebtedness to the School 
Board of $220.00. 

So far as we are able to judge the steam heating ap- 
paratus does good work when properly attended. 


The schools, in the main, have been very satisfactory. 
The High School is still enjoying its high state of excel- 
lence under the efficient management of Professor Small. 

The 2nd Primary School was cut short about two 
weeks in the winter term on account of illness of the 
teacher. 

The schools in out districts have been well managed 
under competent teachers. 


Owing to the small number of scholars in Division 
2, it was thought best to put the two Schools together 
under one teacher ; in consequence of which that School 
was given two weeks more than the others, 


Erroneous ideas prevail to some extent on the part 
of both parents and pupils in regard to regulations of 
schools, such as absenting themselves from school, being 
tardy, leaving school without knowledge or consent of 
the teacher, getting excused from school for reasons of 
very little consequence, etc. Much valuable time is thus 
lost, and teacher and scholars are put to great incon- 
venience by unlearned lessons. If pupils are required 
to make up the lessons passed over by the class during 
their absence, they have double duty to perform; if noi 
so required, then they are behind their class. 

Printed rules, regulations and course of study would 
obviate some of these difficulties. 

$600.00 of the $38,000.00, appropriated for building 
and heating, was raised by taxation. The School Board 
have hired $2,400.00, giving their notes for the same. 

We have now a very commodious School Building, 
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with one unfurnished room, which is occasionally used 
for a recitation room by the High School, a laboratory 
for philosophical and chemical work, with stationary ta- 
ble, sinks, and water on the third floor. This room is 
not finished, but makes a very convenient place for the 
purpose for which it was designed. This building in 
our judgement will answer our needs fora good many 
years.

Since our last annual report the Town has added 
$2,478.00 to its debt. All but $128.00 was on the damage 
case of Mr. Grimes. Our counsel have not been paid, 
and when settled will add considerable more to the 
debt. 

At our Town Meeting in March, 1896, it was voted 
that the Selectmen make an appraisal of the property 
owned by the Town and have it printed in our report 
of this year. We have attended to that duty and our re- 
port will be found on the following page. ) 

This we understand is to show the amount of proper- 
ty we have on hand for which the greater part of the 
present debt was incurred. 

We have endeavored to place a fair value upon the 
property and can safely say that the income of the Town 
Hall building itself will pay the necessary running ex- 
penses of the same, and also the interest upon the entire 
town debt. 

In making the appropriations for the ensuing year 
we would ask you to examine each matter carefully and 
consider if the taxes to be assessed will be sufficient to 
pay them. Since 1894 our appropriations have been in- 
creased about $1,900.00, while the amount of taxes have 
decreased over $1,600.00. We are of course lable to 
meet with losses as in the Grimes case, but for our annu- 
al appropriations let us raise money enough to meet 
them.
